NO FRILLS-HART 
Hardin Hart, ecnral chauT-ui 
of the Citizens Advisory Commit­ 
tee for School Bonds, yesterday 
told resort area voters that their 
dollars will buy the best educa­ 
tion plant possible if they approve 
a $4.160,900 bond proposal on Oct 
13 
"Dollar for dollar Palm Springs 
school bonds will buy more class­ 
room space than any other com­ 
parable district." Hart told his 
eoirumtlee co-workers yesterday. 
‘ We ll have less frills and more 
C3able building space than any 
other district we'v e seen.” 
HART WAS speaking at th e 
fecond meeiing of his advisory 
committee at a Biltmore H o t e l 
luncheon The committee last week 
launched an intensive campaign to 
win public endorsement of the 
Oct 13 bond election 
He said school officials an d 
committee members have travel­ 
ed to other school districts in the 
Southland to determine whether 
the Palm Springs school district 
is getting the best dollar value 
possible out of its school building 
funds. 
The survey, he reported, proved 
that the Palm Springs district pay* 
less for usable classroom space 
end purchases far less frills than 
any other district visited. 
"YOU CAN BE sure that money 
spent for school expansion here 
will buy the best and most effi­ 
cient school plant possible,” he 
said.Hart, vice president of C i t y 
National Bank here, also pointed

Increase of 250 


School district officials counted 
a record 3.351 pupils enrolled in 
Palm Springs classrooms as the 
second week of the busiest fall 
term in district history got un­ 
der way yesterday. 
Yesterday’s student count indi­ 
cated an increase of 31 over the 
pupil tally at the end of the first 
week of school Friday, Schools 
Supt. Dwight Twist said today. 
THE SAME PERIOD last year 
ended with 3.103 pupils enrolled in 
district classes. 
Dr. Twist said today that en­ 
rollment at Nellie N. Coffman 
Junior High School and P a l m 
Springs High School should in­ 
crease by 100 and 153 pupils- re­ 
spectively, within the next few 
days. 
He explained that , some 253 
youths have registered for classes 


ip the two schools but have not 
yet enrolled in school. 
Hardest hit by this year’s stud­ 
ent population increase was Cielo 
Vista School, but school officials 
averted the threat of double ses­ 
sions by shunting 90 pupils to less 
crowded rooms at Cahuilla School. 
DESPITE THIS precaution, how­ 
ever. Cielo Vista enrollment hit 
405, only 25 less than last year.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. - (UPD 
—The U. N. Steering Committee 
put Soviet Premiet Nikita Khrush­ 
chev’s disarmament plan on the 
Genral Assembly agenda today 
and Russia immediately demand­ 
ed a separate debate on it. 
No objection was made in the 
21 - nation committee to Sovieit 
Deputy Foreign Minister Vasily 
V. Kuznetsov's request that the 
plan outlined by Khrushchev here 
last Friday be included in the As­ 
sembly's agenda. 


BIT KUZNETSOV objected vig­ 
orously to Brazilian Augusto Fred- 
erico Schmidt's proposal that the 
Khrushchev plan be lumped with 
other aspects of disarmament al­ 
ready listed for discussion T he 
committee left that decision to the 
Assembly. 
Kuznetsov s a i d Khrushchevs 
proposal shouid stand by itself for 
dscussion and not N* " h i d de n 
away” among other proposals 
"’here it might not "be given suf 
fioient attention as to substance.” 


THE STEERING Committee met 
before the full Assembly went in­ 
to a session in which the UniUu 
States hoped to beat down at- 
lempts to seat Communist China 
in he U.N. 
The 82-nation General Assembly 
heard US. charges Monday that 
Communist China was an 4 in­ 
ternational o u t l a w ” that h ad 
started war in six countries in 
nine years. 
U. S. diplomats hoped this ac­ 
counting of the record would per­ 
suade the .Assembly to at least 
equal the 44-28 vote which shunt­ 
ed aside the Did to seat Peiping 
last year. 


MEANWHILE, ADLAI E Stev­ 
enson- in a New York television 
interview Monday night called on 
the United States to stop leading 
tbe opposition against Red China.

D. C. — Dur­ 
ing last winter s Cuban Revolu­ 
tion many were playing the 
game wtuch was entitled here. 
"My Dictator Is Nicer Than 
-Yours.” This ally business was 
played off Mid on during the 
Ouftgrawanal session. Last Sat­ 
urday night in the Senate the 
game aeartr turned into a fra­ 
cas between Senators F lilbnght 
and Dodd 
Barlier m the year. H 
was 
Senator Morse — he entered a 
proposal to the effect that Latin 
American dictators should 
get 
no American old Then t h e r e 
era* Senator Kennedy — he waa 
for aiding Communist dictators 
m Europe just so long as they 
weren't Russian. 


FINALLY THERE was Sena­ 
tor Fulhright — he demurred 
azamst our stone-faced attitude 
of non-recognition of Red China 
and took the posit ion himself of 
non-aid to Dictator Franco 
of 
Spain. Senator Dodd disagreed 
—and there were harsh words. 
Later on, Dodd got to think­ 
ing ‘he telle me) of e Memorial 
Day address which he made in 
Norwich, Conn., in what seems 
like the pre-hiatorical year of 
1937 
In that 
long-ago speech 
when he held no national office, 
Dodd 
commented 
with 
s ome 
•spent? upon die Spanish Rev - 
elution, and wen; on to discuss 
the severat dictators of that day 
—Hitler, Stalin, 
Mussolini and 
FYanco. 


WHEN HE RETURNED home 
ana of Ms children out through 
«B 
the oratorical 
embroidery 
and asked him what was the 
difference between one dictator 
■id another: 


"My answer was pretty good 
and 1 wish I'd used U in public." 
mused Dodd. 
Here in Washing­ 
ton I'm finding that people are­ 
n't against dictatorship—they're 
just against s o m e dictators. 
Wren M o r s e introduced that 
resolution against peanut - and- 
banana dictators. I asked him 
why he didn t make it a general 
indictment ? How can you con­ 
demn the despot of some littia 
country and not lake aven a 
stronger position 
against 
Kh­ 
rushchev. who affects the lives 
of millions? I told my child that 
so far as it mattered to him, 
there was no difference between 
Communism, Fascism, or Naz­ 
ism. One dictator persecutes in 
the name of racism, another in 
the name of statism — one ex­ 
cuse is as bad as the next.” 


FOREIGN AID need not indi­ 
cate approval of the aided coun­ 
try. In the Cold 
War against 
Communism, foreign aid is am­ 
munition which we are expend­ 
ing. whether wisely or not. But 
no people in 
Latin America, 
Africa, Asia or Europe ought to 
get the idea that we like Castro 
but not Batista: like Chiang but 
not Mao; like Trujiilo but not 
Jimenez, like DeGaulle's legal­ 
ized domination of Algeria but 
don’t like Khrushchev * de facto 
domination of Hungary. 
This c o u n t r y , although not 
foolish ehough (let's hope) to go 
around fighting o t h e r people'j 
wars, is againt dictatorships — 
big, little and middling. 


IN PAST YEARS, to say that 
this country opposed dictatorship 
would be to recite the obvious. 
But with all the meddling in in­ 
ternationalism, all the joining of 


40-sotne entangling alliances, the 
American foreign policy has no 
more constancy or morality than 
a tom jat on the prowl. 
In the asinine game of "My 
Dictator Is Nicer . . ." the Lun­ 
atic Leftists love Castro, whila 
the R a d i c a l Rightists l o v e 
Cluong Kai-shek. And if you're 
a writer who doesn't agree, they 
don't love you at all. 


BUT THE PLAIN American 
people. 1 would bet, still have 
a bedrock belief that dictator­ 
ship is 
wrong, 
regardless 
of 
what color its shirt. This would 
a c c ount for the coolness of 
many people toward 
the Kh­ 
rushchev visit and their under­ 
lying repugnance toward t h e 
implied Eisenhower Doctrine of 
buttering up Big K. so that we 
don't have to fight him. 
For — how can we finally be 
friends with a n y dictator? Es­ 
pecially one who bestrides not 
a few loin-cloth natives but half 
the world's population? 


SENATOR 
DODD'S 
explana­ 
tion to his child might seem too 
simple for our national foreign 
policy, but has anything belter 
come out of the State Depart­ 
ment or the White House or the 
Senate? And in this game which 
f i n d s 
sophisticated 
Senators 
holding one dictator as superior 
to another, how many fathers 
would like to explain that one to 
their children? 
Dictatorship is not an Ameri­ 
can dish When you've said that, 
you've stated a policy which a 
child in hie innate honesty will 
accept, and which a grown-up 
American in search of truth will 
need to explain no further.

MOST OF THESE t O U r 1 S t S 
ware fooled by the planted props 
and scenery • . . especially Con­ 
gressmen, 
prominent 
business­ 
men and aspirants for high pub­ 
lic office, who got the treat­ 
ment. 
TMs was the build-vg> for an 
invitation ot Khrushchev to the 
U. S., for such men as Senator 
Humphrey. Governor Harriman. 
Adlai Stevenson and later Nix­ 
on spoke favorably of such a 
visit. Contrary to what is being 
said now, Secretary Dulles was 
■gainst it. 


BUT KHRUSHCHEV m a d e 
the grade primarily to b u i l d 
himself up and in the process 
the entire Communist system. 
For his trip gave him and the 
Soviet system a respectability 
they had never attained. E v e n 
the inclusion ot the Khrushchev 
family on the trip was indica­ 
tive of how far the deception 
had been planned, for it was 
without precedent in Soviet his­ 
tory. 
It is contrary to Communist 
practice to include wife or fam­ 
ily on official trips. 


HE ALSO WENT so far as to 
release Boris Pasternak from 
confinement just prior 
to 
his 
U. S. trip and made it appear 
as though Pasternak was coo- 
fined to Ms home on his own 
volition and the guard we saw 
there was to "protect him from 
his enemies.” 
Like 
. . in the case of Stalin, 
who at one period was referred 
to by former President Truman 
as "a good old Joe" . . . Kh­ 
rushchev undoubtedly has de­ 
ceived some American* by Ms 
visit. We hope (hat he did not 
deceit? tnose in high placa* en­ 
trusted with the security of the 
nation.

This change in the law is one 
of sev eral that will become effect­ 
ive tomorrow. Not included, how­ 
ever is the new 65 m ile per hour 
m axim um speed limit which does 
not becom e operative until next 
January 1st 
There are two changes in the 
speed laws that <10 Decome effect­ 
ive tomorrow, however. One in­ 
creases the maximum speed for 
th reeaxle trucks and truck-trailer 
combinations from 45 mpti to 50 
mph while travelling on highways 
of four or more lanes. The other 
fixes the maximum speed of a 
farm labor bus or farm 
labor 
truck at 45 mph when it is trans­ 
porting passengers. 


"FARM 
LABOR 
BUSES 
and 
trucks 
are 
now defined in 
the 
Vehicle Code for the first tim e," 
Crittenden said "The new legisla­ 
tion not only fixes the speed limit 
for these vehicles, bul also re­ 
quires them to be equipped with 
several safety devices, including 
a signaling system whereby the 
passengers may gain the attention 
of the driver.” 
Another provision dealing with 
speed authorize- the State Depart­ 
m ent of Public Works to establish 
minimum 
speed lim its, 
and no 
person m ay drive at slower speeds 
except when necessary for safe 
operation or in compliance with 
the law. 


"PEDESTRIANS W I L L be af­ 
fected by another change in the 
Vehicle 
Code.”

Patrol Commissioner said. "They 
w ill now have to yield the right 
of way to all vehicles lawfully in 
an intersection even
